In- 
creasing space is being given to 
news items unfavorable to the oc- 
cupation powers. Dismantling of 
industry, occupation costs, lack of 
housing, unemployment are 
blamed upon the allies.

“But, as was said a long time ago, 
you can’t make brick without 
straw, and you can’t make a case 
without facts.” 

So here were two cases in which the anti-trust 
lawyers made seriously damaging charges 
against A&P, in which the judge decided that 
there were no facts to support those charges. 
Today, we want to tell you about the 
third time—this time in Dallas, Texas

The Dallas Anti-Trust Suit 


In 1942 the anti-trust lawyers went out to Dallas, 
Texas, 1,400 miles from the homes of most of the 


defendants, and instigated criminal charges 
against A&P. 


About this case one thing was sure. 


Their previous experience ‘did not deter the anti-trust 
lawyers from making more inflammatory and damaging 
allegations, just as they had done before. 


They made practically the same allegations they 
are making today. 


Federal Judge W. H. Atwell ruled that the case should not 
even be tried. He said that the indictment contained in- 
flammatory statements that he would not permit to be 
presented to a jury. 


Judge Atwell said to the anti-trust lawyers: 

“If I thought I was presiding over a court and 
that I might have to sentence some person 
because he was a great big fellow, or because 
he was a Lilliputian, I would feel like resign- 
ing. God knows we don’t want it ever to occur 
in America that the size is going to determine 
whether a man is guilty or innocent.” 


Everything that has happened since this suit w-. 
destroyed.

When the time for filing nomination papers for town offices | Are Germans Interested in 


expired last Thursday it appeared that the voters would have 
only six contests to decide when they go to the polls next month, 
and that several condidates for re-election were going to retain 
their posts unopposed. 


In the race for seats on the school committee there will be 
two contests, the first for the three-year terms for which two 
are to be elected, and the other for a two-year term to which 
one is to be elected. 


For the three-year term two of the present incumbents are 
seeking re-election and are being opposed by two new condi- 
dates. For the two-year term one present member of the board 
seeks’ to be returned but two others are contesting for that 
single seat. 

The board of public works presents another contest as three 
candidates have filed for the single seat to be filled. Sidney P. 
White, who first announced his retirement from the board and 
then decided to reconsider at the insistence of various citizens, 


will have two opponents for the three-year term. 


One member of the important Andover Housing authority 
comes up for re-election this year and one new candidate is in 
the field against him for the five-year term. 


To fill the office of tree warden the present incumbent is 
running for re-election and he will have one opponent contest- 
ing for the post. : 

The final contest on the ballot will be for constable. There 
are three to be elected and one new candidate has entered the 
field against the three who now hold the office and who are 
running for re-election. 

Several other offices are to be filled but the officials now 
holding the posts are unopposed for re-election. 

The fact that no new candidates have appeared to contest 
for such important offices as moderator, selectman, assessor 
and town treasurer may be due to the indifference on the part 
of competent citizens who are reluctant to give their time to 
the duties and responsibilities connected with these offices, or 
it may be that lack of opposition is another way of expressing 
satisfaction with the way the present officials are doing their 
jobs.

AVERAGE FAMILY FACTS 


Most of us at one time or another have enjoyed the 
experience of possessing $75, says Wheeler McMillen in,Path- 
finder News magazine. We know little about millions and 
billions, and nothing about the trillion that one now sees 
mentioned. But $75 any of us can comprehend. 


A family that managed to save $75 last year was about 
average on that score. The Federal Reserve board reported on 
a survey of how much people saved in 1948, and $75 was the 
medium figure. Of course many did much better than $75, 
while many others saved nothing. Quite a few spent more than 
they received, and either drew on savings or went into debt. 


Another easily understood figure is $86. That would repre- 
sent the average family’s share in the savings which could be 
made by modernizing the operations of federal government. 
If the report of the Hoover commission is fully adopted, as it 


should be, the $4,000,000,000 economy would average out at 


about $86 per family. 


The report, you will remember, does not propose to reduce 
the functions of government. It assumes that the government 
will continue to do everything it now does. The changes sug- 
gested offer only to do these things in more orderly, efficient 
and economical ways; to adopt, as Mr. Hoover has often and 


aptly expressed it, better housekeeping methods. 


In other words, the average family cost for sloppy govern- 
ment is $86. And that is $11 more than the $75 which the 


average family has been able to save. 


WHAT ABOUT THE PROBLEMS? . 


One of the most thoughtful commentaries on the President's 
legislative proposals was recently made’ by Walter Lippmann. 
He wrote: ‘’Truman’s technique is never to deal with problems, 
but only with the excellent ‘results that would be achieved if 
the problems had been solved . . . . leaving the critic no target 
to shoot at, no antagonist to get hold of, only the thin air to

No one — including the President’s most aggressive political 
opponents — is opposed to such generalized goals as better 
housing, better health, a vastly increased family income, and 
happiness and prosperity on an almost sublime scale. In fact, 
these are goals toward which the nation has been making 
consistent and remarkable progress for generations. But what 
many people do object to is Mr. Truman’‘s belief that the only 


way to attain these goals is to let the government do everything 


One columnist said acidly that virtually limitless ‘‘social 
security” may be necessary — for the reason that soon the 
people will have no money left to do anything for themselves! 
Every time the government gives us its own particular version 


of social progress, it digs deep into our pockets to pay for it. 


As an example, it would certainly be splendid if everyone 
had the $12,000 a year income the president forecast for the 
But it° wouldn't: help much if the government took} 
$10,000 of it in taxes, It is all very well to deal with wonderful

objectives. But what about the immediate problems? 


Democracy? 

United States High Commission- 
er McCloy reports that recent elec- 
tions indicate the development of 
political responsibility among the 
Germans. ¥et this optimism is 
directly and flatly contradicted in 
the findings of the Information 
Services division of ‘the U. S. High 
commission. This survey states 
that there js ‘‘little evidence of 
participation in political affairs or 
the desire to participate.’’ In fact 
80% of Germans interviewed did 
not know that the Christian Dem- 
ocrats won the election, and 60% 
did not know that Adenauer is 
Chancellor of West Germany. 
McCloy’s optimism was directly re- 
futed by his own organization, 
which found that 60% of those 
asked why Germans were not par- 
ticipating in politics answered 
‘Jack of interest.” 


Evidence Suggests the Contrary 

The Office of the Land Commis- 
sioner for Bavaria gives some 
startling facts. In 1945 about 
12,000 teachers were dismissed for 
Nazi affiliation. Today 11,000 are 
back in their jobs, indicating a 
renazification of education. And 
officials say that Bavaria is neither 
better nor worse than other states 
in West Germany. The U. 8S. High 
Commission Office adds that only 
a small privileged class of children 
is allowed to proceed to secondary 
education. 

Of 20,000 Nazi members re- 
moved as civil servants in Bavaria, 
70% are back again at the old 
stand. ‘There is no indication that 
these officials have learned any- 
thing about tolerance of opposi- 
tion, that they are inclined to use 
authority in such a way that it 
deserves respect rather than de- 
mands it.” 


Evidence of Nazi Regeneration 

A dangerous challenge by re- 
vived nazism to democracy is a 
growing connection between vari- 
ous rightist organizations in the 
British and United States zones. 
The German Right Party origin- 
ates in the Viking Youth, reminis- 
cent of Hitler’s Youth Group, Its 
leader Franz Richter argues for 
compensation from public funds 
for all who suffered from denazi- 
fication and displacement! Another 
leader, Dr. Meissner, informed 
correspondents that the only dif- 
ference from the Nazi Party is 
“our views on racial discrimina- 
tion.” 

The German Union Party ap- 
}peals to all those “deprived of 
| their rights—-refugees, denazified, 
unemployed, veterans, bo m be d - 
out."’ It criticizes the Adenauer 
government for doing nothing for 
Germany.
